Gentlemen of the Fiftieth General Assembly: 

Your convening is on the eve of the one hundredth birthday of our state. If we could go back and start over ~ 
and have the benefit of our past experience before us, we could avoid some mistakes. If in our earlier history we had 
given serious thought to long-time planning, some of our most serious mistakes would not now haunt us. 

The future is built from the elements of the present. The reason of man industriously applied should foresee 
natural development and plan accordingly, but this reason cannot forecast the influences of inventions and discoveries 
not dreamed of. The builders of our railroads did not and could not take into their calculations and plans the present 

development of the motor engine. It is true that warnings were given by the imaginative inventor of the gas motor and 
airship. They were deemed to be too fantastic to.be treated seriously. 

Invention followed by the machine has displaced man in the economic structure, and here lies one of the primary 

sourcesof our financial troubles. 

These institutions must have at least .$300,000 per year more money. Heretofore, the needed money has been 

taken from the Highway fund. This can no longer be done. It was never right to do this. It is either furnish additional 
money, of tum back these people to the communities from which. they came, This should have the immediate attention of 
the legislature.. | E 3 ; 
S: The erection of a new plant at Benton to care for 1,600 patients has: introduced another problem to the 


management. The two plants will add to the overhead expense many thousands of dollars. This is unavoidable. It is 


useless to consider whether a mis take was mane in starting the plant near Benton. It cannot now be undone. The 


management is now-confronted with the problem. 


The raising of sufficient food crops for the-inmates_on_the farm near~ Benton cannot be expected. The land 


is poor and worn. The great part of it is poor in its natural state. I am advised that most of the bottom land is 
Subject to annual overf low late in the spring. The soil in many placeshas been washed away leaving the dand for 
production purposes comparatively worthless. There remains of the ‘dairy Tarm on the Arkansas river formerly E T 
.of 236 acres, about 110, 126 acres having gone into the river. ‘Recently a ‘bailding had to be removed in order to save 
_ it. “The place where the building was is now in the river. “There are four or fiw buildings which must be forthwith 
‘removed before another substantial rise comes. This-is likely to happen at any titie. 

i a “The completion ‘of the ‘buildings near Benton is fixed to be sometime in June or July, 1935. My expectation is 
that it mid be the latter part of the yeaf 1935 Per ore. these buildings can be occupied. It will be inadvisable to.

| The National Government excludes from its program of relief aid to wnemployables after February l. An un- , 
employable ts one physically or mentally incapacitated to make or earn a living if jobs and work were plentiful. Such 


are cripples, the blind and aged. It behooves the state and counties to care for their destitute unemployables. More 


than that, it is the state's duty. Certainly those ought to be aided who Cannot help themselves. -Some-sacrifice must 
be made for this purpose. The state should either undertake this task as a wholé, or showld provide the means by which 
it shall be done by the several counties. The money to do this must first be provided, after which the administrative 
Gtganization must follow. The cost of the administration must be carefully controlled to the end that the money will not 
be given largely to administrative officials. The duration of this legislation should be limited to two years. 

I earnestly insist that the legislature give this immediate attention. The misery now existing among. the un- 
employables is frightful and is a disgrace to the state. -They mist be provided for to the extent of relieving actual 
misery. The state cannot excuse itself with doing less. : g 


Why does the state or government institute and support an educational system? Is such an institution a proper 


wae 


function of government? Why is it not the duty of the parents or guardians to look after the education of the children, 
bearing expenses of same? The ee are questions which have been asked by political economists, and answered.. 
Self-preservation is the first law of existence, and must be a primary consideration by those in control. Its security 
in the future must be planned in the present. The state cannot be preserved properly without preparing and providing 
people competent to carry on. Therefore, it is necessary that the state provide a proper educational system to the end 
that the state have a people competent to govern. It is, therefore, a proper function of government. l 

A public school system redounds primarily to the benefit of poor children and poor people. The well-to-do 
will provide without any action by the state, or if no action is taken by the state, for the education of their children 
because they can. Independent of the state, the poorer classes cannot do 80. ‘The state is”as much interested in the 
education of. poor children as it is in those well-to-do, and more.so for the reason that the well-to-do would educate: 
their ghildren regardless of action by the state. Therefore, any system of education which fails to reach the poorer 
children of the state is a failure, and does not accomplish or secure the ‘ends intended in a state system,of education. 
It is essential that all children be prepared for the ordinary duties of citizenship. Any proper system will prepare 
all capable children for those duties. | i 

Our public school system may be divided into two parts ~ grade and high schools. For convenience, the first 
eight grades will hereafter be called the grammar school. The subjects taught in the grammar school, if thorough, 
educationally, .prepares the student for good citizenship. This is the chief purpose of the state. The grammar school 
provides the fundamentals and essentials of an education and directly reaches all of our children and therefore redounds TAN 
to the benefit of all the people. High Schoos teach about 10 peg cent of. the student body, sha thexeeous expendi tures

Under present financial conditions, the state should confine its expenditures to grammar-schodls, The state 
should pay the teachers of grammar schools. It should not be within the power of any school district to deny its 
children the benefits of a grammar school education by refusal to vote a tax. School districts should be authorized to: 
vote local taxes for high schools where economically justified, for extended terms of grammar schools, where deemed 
necessary, and for building purposes and school supplies, the amount of tax for each purpose to be determined at the 
The failure to pay proper and just taxes on personal property has become notorious and is a menace tothe 
proper conduct of the affairs of this state. There is every reason why a man should pay taxes on his personal property 
the Same as on his real estate. Land cannot and does not escape taxation. It is a known fact that personal property 


value is about equal to that of real estate. -I doubt if the state is collecting 25 per cent of what should be paid on 


. personal property. The law now existing for the collection of personal property seems to be ample. The trouble is that 


it is not being enforced. After the collector has made his settlement with the county court, the delinquent list of 
personal property should be published in some paper having a circulation which will give notice to all reading people 
s56 had. failed to pay.

S peh The Sale of land for the non-payment of taxes is a mere gesture under present laws. During my law practice 
and 10 Jean OA the bench, not one valid tax sale was brought to my attention. The public generally has found this out. 
Tax sales- are a waste of public funds. The taxpayer may permit his lands to be sold for taxes, the time for redemption 
to expire, in the meantime continuing to use and occupy the land without fear of losing his property. If someone should 
attempt to donate or purchase the land from the state, or recover possession under a vołd tax sale, his efforts would be | 
to no purpose. The taxpayer may, when the occasion arises, have the tax forfeiture set aside by paying the amount re- 
quired to redeem. In Hen y CERES it is profitable for the taxpayer to permit bis lands to be sold for taxes and refuse 
to redeem the same thereafter until legal necessity may demand. By this me thod. he may aeuane the payment of several years 
taxes on his property. It is said that this has been done in many instances by people who were able to pay their taxes. 
The result has been to deprive the counties, municipalities, schools and Confederate pensions of needed funds. This 


legislature should so amend the law that a tax sale shall not be voidable except for specified substantial reasons. 


After this"has been done, people cannot well afford to permit their lands to be sold for taxes. 


The state should create an efficient police system for this state. The members should have general police 
authority to enforce the lawg§ of the state. This authority should be statewide. Their primary duties should be to 
enforce state laws which pertain to the state as a whole as distinguished from county enforcement. They should assist 
in the enforcement of the laws in any county when ORTOS PRON by the proper authority. For instance, they should respond 
upon a moment's noti-e to quiet any riot.or suppress any mob and prevent lynching when called upon by proper authority 


in the county where the trouble exists.

A member of the state police force should be chosen after thorough and searching examination as to.qualificationg 


They should be appointed by the governor from a list of persons that has been! examined and found to be qualified. A 


member should not be subject to discharge except for cause. Any charge should be in writing, and when made should be 
thoroughly investigated by some competent body. All testimony should be reduced to writing and preserved as a perm.” 
manent record. The action of any authority in discharging a member of therpolice force should be subject to review by 
the courts. The members should be prohibited from engaging in any kim of political activity beyond the exercise of the 
right to vote. A violation of such a regulation should be cause for discharge. | 

The following qualities among others should be possessed to a marked degree by each member of this police 
force, to-wit: Gentlemen, incorruptible, highly intelligmt, good judges of human nature, self-possessed, good 
listeners, not too talkative, and independent by environment and nature. They should have a natural adeptation to this 
charadter of work.

The enforcement of the criminal laws has almost bankrupted some counties; and at a time when their financial 
condition was least able to sustain the burden. The laws must be sivenced, wat a less expensive way should be found to 


do 80. I shall not attempt to detail the corrections that should be made in our present criminal procedure, The Arkansas 


State Bar Association passed a resolution for the Governor to appoint a committee to make a study of this subject, and to 
prepare bills to be submitted to the legislature for consideration. In pursuance of the eulation, a capable committee 
was appointed. They have given freely of their time and talent without financial remuneration. Bills have been prepared 
which, if ánsotea into law, will secure better law enforcement and reduction in court expenses. ge 
The number of convicts confined in the penitentiary on January 10, 1933, was 1,008. The number now confined 
there is 1,653. Notwithstanding our liberal parole laws, there has been an alarming increase in the number confined in 
the penitentiary. The fact is outstanding that the filling up and overcrowding of our penal institutions, not only in 
this state, but elsewhere, has become alarming. Crime seems to be rapidly increasing. The number of criminals guilty 
of repeated offenses becomes a Serious problem. It is iy Opinion that confirmed criminals (I mean by that one who will 
never quit his ways of lawlessness) should be deprived of the capacity of eansmucee his kind to future generations. 
Pre-disposition to crime is hereditary, the evils of which should be prevented. Criminals who have been re- 
peatedly convicted of felonies involving moral turpitude should be emasculated. Sterilization might also be made to 
= l apply to Sucometente who are such by heredity. The percentage ofincrease in incompetents and in criminals, as compared 


with other periods in our history, 18 alarming. Steps to correct same should no longer be delayed. A spreading evil in. 


. geometrical progression is easiest stopped at its source. 


The greater part of the obligations of levee and improvement districts should be refindeds.. In order to obtain 
the full co-operation of the national government, it will be necessary.for this legislature to set up some authority which 
in conjunction with local boards will have power to handle all transactions authorized and reguired by the federal govern- 
ment with the powér to negotiate with and make settlement with creditors, to obtain such infomation and data as may be 
necessary. Such a set-up is requested by the national government, and it is imperative that this request be compiied with 

On behalf of drainage and levees, a proper bill will be introduced. The same character of set-up should be made 
for municipal improvement districts. Many of these obligations should be refunded on a basis which is fair alike to both 
“debtor and creditor. I am not aware that any proper bill has been prepared for this purpose. The legislature should see 
to it that proper legislation of this character is made during this session. 

~<a A proper set-up should be made for the purpose of refunding and refinancing the bond obligations of school 
districts. The rights of the children in the several districts must be zealously guarded. Refunded obligations should 
be upon such terms and conditions that may be performed by the district without serious injury to the schools. In my 
judgment, this legislation is imperative. | 

It seems that the national government will provide for old age pensions. The national government will expect this 

relief to be co-operative with the several states. In other words, the several states will be partners in the enterprise. 
Legislation, looking forward to that, may become necessary during this session. The president has requested such legis- 
lation as will enable the states to co-ordinate and co-operate with the United Statesin all the activities in the relief 
program. One bLil has been sent to me for enactment by the legislature. I see no objection to it, and know of no reason 
why the same should not be enacted. Other measures may be necessary to comply with requests made by the president. . 


I trust that we will not fail the president in the enactment of such legislation as may be necessary to facilitate 


the relief program. \ ea , 
=$ "Just governments derive their powers from the consent of the governed. " Fraudulent elections which thwart the 


Will of the people undermine the’ very foundation of government. They destroy the „yery principles of representative govern- ; 


ment. Government controlled through and by fraudulent elections is corrupt and. dipnot long endure. Fraudulent elections 
mean oppression of the p e and the administration of government by corrups agéneles. Numerous election contests are 


still pending - too many for the good name of the state. The expense of an election contest, under present laws, even in 
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one county, is all but prohibitive. It seems to be conceded that fraud in elections is both possible and practicable 
without punishment. if this is true, our election laws should be overhauled. It should not be possible to defeat the 
will of the electorate by dishonest elections. ee | 


t The requirement of the constitution that every voter Shall pay a poll tax has been converted into a means for 


corruption of the ballot. The buying of large blocks of poll tax receipts places the balance of power over elections in: 


the hands of these purchasers. In some cases, the purchase of poll tax receipts is an indirect way of buying votes. The 


purchaser of a vote is no better than the seller. There has been published in the press accounts of di rect purchase of 
votes. We constantly hear of election results said to have been caused by false returns, by miscounting and so.on. It 
is no greater crime to steal one’s property than it is to steal his vote. 

If the free and wntrammeled will of the people is to prevail, there must be honest elections. The vote should 
be counted as cast. To secure fair elections many suggestions have been received, Some of these are enumerated as 


follows:

A candidate in dealingwith his opponent Should confine himself.to the truth. [frie should be just as honest in 
his dealings with his opponent as he is in a business transaction. A man in electioneering for his favorite candidate 
should likewise confine himself to Hoth or, be responsible for any misrepresentation which he may make. If voters 
and candidates can be confined to absolutely square dealing and to the truth, the voter will not be misled. an 

A bill will be introduced which will deal effectively with unfair election methods and furnish a remedy 
to each candidate against his opponent and others guilty of fraud and misrepresentation. A man who believes in a 
campaign of mud slinging or falsehood and vilification will oppose this bill. On the wines hand, a man who believes 


in a square deal and in people speaking the truth in politics as well as in business, will give it his hearty support.

I am advised that Arkansas has the highest rates of insurance of any state in the Union — that the..percentage .. 
of fire waste in this state exceeds that of any other. The business of insurance is affected with a public use , and 
therefore, premium rates forinsurance may be regulated and controlled by the state. The constitution of the United 
- States protects the insurance business from rates that do not yield a fair return upon the investment when properly

managed, In my judgment, the state cannot substantially reduce present rates while the losses continue which are 1

now being annually sustained by the insurance business. The sensible and just way to lower- our premium rates is to reduce 


the fire loss. It is conceded by most men who are familiar,with the business that the great fire waste iff this SEELA 
is due to incendiarism.

A man will not burn, or cause his property to 
be burned, ifhe is loser eres So long as over-Lnsurance Pep aatiered which is collectible, our state will stand 
at ‘the head of- the list in fire loss and high rates on ineivance: 

The rating dme now fixes the rates of insurance on buildings in the various municipalities. The rating 
bureau, or some other agency, should be authorizéd to ascertain and fix the insurable value of all property in muni- 
Cipalities. The insurable should never exceed the actual value of the property. Insurance for more than the insurable 
value should be void as to the excess. Municipalities should be authorized to set up an organization to fix the 
insurable value of all property within the corporation: to be approved by a rating bureau or some state agency. When 
the insurable value has been fixed by a rating bureau, it should be: open to adjustment from time to time as conditions 
and circumstances may demand. Valuations may be reopened and adjusted upon the petition of any property owner. The

On July 1, 1933, the state Forestry Commission was placed on an active basis through the reising of funds 
by public subscription at my request. The $7,605.65 which was rained by this means followed by an initial appropriation 
by the legislature of $10,000.00 supplemented by a federal allotment from the United States Forest Service, of 
$18,000.00 for 1934 and $38,720.00 for 1935 have enabled the State Forestry Commission to place under intensive 
protection against fires over 4.000 ,000 -acres of Forest land. The State Forestry Commission, through its state 
forester, has supervised the work of over 1,800 men.in the COC camps of the state. Through this progrdm the state 
has obtained over $1,500,000.00 ofphysical improvements which includes 1,390 miles of forest roads, 990 miles of tele- i 


ye 
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phone lines, 25 observation towers and 25 dwellings at the towers. This is ezĉłusive of the direct benefits to 


merchants, farmers and others in communities affected by 'the operation of the work. The State Forestry Commission 


has also obtained through agreement with the United States Soil Erosion Service a state forest nursery with a capa- 


city of five to eight million tree seedling yearly for farm planting and erosion control purposes. 


Every effort must be mde to Conserve Arkansas' forest wealth and to bring it back to its highest pro- 
ductivity. The forest protection work of the state. forestry commission which is carried on in co-operation with the 
U. S. forest service should be expanded with a view of statewide forest protection at an early date. The state forest 
nursery obtained without cost must be maintained by the state for the purpose of raising tree seedlings for farm 
planting and Soil erosion work‘to be undertaken in the state by, stat®and f federal agencies. The part which, Arkansas | | 
is sharing and Will share im the reforestation program of the president of. the United States will depens largely upon —_* 
the action taken by the legislature in providing means for expansion of conservation activities and assurance of 
maintenance of the physical improvements sonseactad or may hereafter be constructed. 

Means should be provided whereby submarginal tax delinquent lands may be set aside as state forests for the 
purpose of growing timber for the benefit of the state and its political subdivisions. 


During the past two years, President Roosevelt's Emergency Conservation Works program has brought forcibly 


to the public mind a valuable natural resource that had heretofore received practically no attention. I refer to our 


state parks and other recreational resources. 

Early in 1933 there was made available by the national government vast sums ofmoney for utilization in the 
various states in de weloping state-owned sites endowed with the necessary scenic, scientific and historic -quali ties. | | 
The state had a form of park commission at the time, but it was without funds with which to carry on the functions 
required of the state by the federal government. State employes in other departments were called upon to assume l 
additional duties in order to enable us to co-operate. 

As a result of the efforts put forth, the state was successful in, securing ‘six ccc companies and they are 
now developing piayesouns in different sections of the state that will stand forever as monuments to the present 
national administration, and to theuntiring efforts of many of our own public-spirited citizens. At these camps 
there are approximately 1,350 men engaged in construction and administrative work. .A total of $140,628.53 has been 


expended for materials used in making these playgrounds suitable for public use, and improvements conservatively 


estimated at $351,571. 32 have been completed withgút the expending of one penny by the state. | 
tt ‘is contemplated, if reports at hand may be relied upon, that the federal program will not only be con- i Q- 

tinued for the present but expanded through increasing the enlisted personnel of the CCC to the extent of three-fourths 

million men. Should this prove to be the case, Arkansas could reasonably expect to be allotted an additional 30 to 40 

companies. . Our: probiem would then be to provide projects upon whiten these companies could work. The national govern=- 


ment is asking little of us, yet their requests are of the most vital importance. We must provide the sites upon which 
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to build.-:that is, we are to get the land. We must also provide an administrative set—up for directing and super- 
vising the work and we mast give reasonable assurance that the areas, when they are finally developed, will be 
properly maintained and supervised. The tite has arrived for us to cash in, so to speak, on our playgrounds and 
scenery. We have no greater attraction or finer asset, and I am with all Sincerity, submitting to you a recommen- 
dation that ample provision be made for the maintenance of your state sate soommidel ou and for the acquisition of | 
“outstanding scenic and.historic sites that are suitable for development as state parks. - Her tofore, it has been 
necessary to depend upon the donation of lands from T E citizens: and the taking eal tax forfeitéd lands. 
Both of these methods are good as far as they g0, but the time has come when provisions must be made for the 
acquisition of private lands, within park areas, ‘that cannot be secured through donation. If areas proposed for 
utilization as a state park tidy also be used as a state game refuge, I believe a F <Ok the game protection fund 
might profitably be used in the acquisition thereof. You Will have the constructive advice and the untiring 
"assistance of the members of this body who come from counties that are now fortunate enough to have state parks in 
-he process of developrent. . 


Each succeeding year brings more convincingly to our attention the need for a definite and comprehensive 
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policy regarding the conservation and verpetuation of our wild life resources. The average 'ei tizen of today is 
vitally concerned about the future of his outdoor recreation. Much has been done, but the state's wild life should 
receive more attention, The adoption of Amendment No. 12 to our constitution has added many complications to the 

| administration of | our resources of field, forest andstream and has placed upon ie general assembly the responsibility 
of working out EREE T and trying minor problems that are decidedly of a local nature. It seems to me that the 


legislature might well give consideration to the adoption of a flexible plan that would enable the proper body to 


i 


meet emergencies, solve local problems, and administer these assets in a much more acceptable and less annoying manner. 


So doing would assuredly relieve the general assembly of one of its most. broublesome problems. 

eS, I am exceedingly desirous ‘of seeing all state agencies, especially the game and fish commission, the 
forestry commission and the state park commission placed in a position to legally co-operate with each other in their 
respective activities and with federal agonie, -also individuals and private com erns. 


We have a two-mill tax levied upon taxable property in this state for the payment of pensions to Conf ederate 


soldiers. This law was enacted in the year 1915. Under present collections, each Confederate pensioner would 
paid $30 a month, were it not for outstanding bonds authorized by the legislature of 1929. The collection for Con- 
fedérate pensions is now largely absorbed by payments of interest and inatelinente upon these outs tanding bonds. _ This 
leaves very little for these old Confederates in their last days, when their needs are most exacting.’

It 
will not be long until the last of these veterans will have bid us a final farewell. Let not the blemish of ingrati- 
tude mark the character of their sons. . hoe 

The United States government has expended much money to induce each state to set up plannim boards. The 
purpose is to cause people to look further into the future, to make a careful study of all our resources, advantages 
and disadvantages. The end to be gained is the adoption by the state of wise farsighted policies.——I% will not-only 
be the function of the planning board to make a study of condi tions, but to induce and stimulate among our people 
generally a study of all factors bearing upon our present and future welfare. This done, investigations and dis- 
cussions follow, resulting in wise planning and united purpose and action. 

If we look back on our past, mistakes mountain high rise before us. Our so-called drainage and levee system 
came into being by piece-meal and was a succession of mistakes. In many instances, our plans instead of being con- 
structive were destructive. Very few projects were co-ordinated. Proper outlets and water sheds were not given due 


consideration in the plamiing. Inconsiderately and precipitiously we went at the job and ended it in disaster. Look 
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at our public road system. To the casual observer comment is unnecessary.

Municipalities and counties are given certain powers under the initiative and referendum provisions of our 


constitution. What these may do in the exercise of their powers is of local concern primarily, and does not directly 
concern the state. Therefore, in one sense the legislature is not concerned, but it is the duty of the legislature 
to pass such enabling acts as may be Pound: necessary in order to permit these local subdivisions. of government to 
exercise their constitutional powers.

Many of them are just as meritorious as those few thet were 
seated: To spread the money over all meritorious projects would be to just start construction on all and complete

The legislature might prescribe rules to govern the apportionment. It may'`classify the roads designating the

If the legislature will lay down the factors to be considered and the percentage of consideration to be given 


each, the several counties may know what to expect. This-will prevent. arbitrary distribution. Of course any proposed 


distribution of federal funds is subject to the approval of the U. S. Bureau of Roads. I am advised that 75 per cent 
of the last allotment of federal aid roads was dictated by the U. S. Bureau. 

In closing, permit me to remind you that no money konid bë taken from the taxpayer except to supply an actuat 
pressing necessity, statewide in its character. Money taken for any other purpose is legal robbery. The probable 
conseguences of every bill, if enacted, should be carefully appraised before you vote on it. Just and beneficial - 
laws endure until conditions change. Harmful and-inconsequential legislation iay he repealed by the next legislature. 
I hope the laws which you will make will be the enduring kind. | . 


I need not remind you that all legislative power is vested in the legislature - that government has three 


separate departments, the legislative, executive and judicial. POT ROR LOUr co-operation among the three departments 


produces the most efficient government. We have a common purpose to serve, which is the best interest of the people.. Ln 
Co-operation is necessary to produce the best results. Free adiaiiis discussion and communication among the several 
departments will be productive of good. In the discharge of your duties, you should and will follow the dictates of 

your own common sense, backed by a deen sense of justice. There is no better guide for any of ais to follow.

In pursuance of a resolution by the State Bar Association least year, I appointed a committee to study and T 
prepare bills to reform our criminal procedure. That comnittee has now reported to me certain bills and one consti- 
tutional ameron for the consideration of this Legislature. The committee is a very, capable one‘and has done a vast 
amount of work in the way of investigating the laws and procedure in the several States. They have brought forth 
measures which they say, if enacted, will decrease the cost of our criminal courts at least 40% and will cause a better 
enforcement of our criminal laws. If the proposed measures were to accomplish half this much, no time should be lost 


in their enactment. Many Counties are in financial distress, and the lack of finances is now retarding law enforcement 


in many places.

Permit me to suggest that the matter is of the greatest importance, am that a joint committee of both Houses 


should be appointed who will give exclusive consideration to these important matters. 

These bills are at the office to be disposed of as may be directed by your Bodies. 

There is a pronounced sentiment in favor of substituting existing prohibition laws by a control law. It is 
the opinion of many that our present liquor laws are a eee letter because they are not enforceable for lack of public 
sentiment. It is further said that as much liquor is now being sold in this State as though we had no law against its 
Sale. It is further asserted that a dead letter law should be repealed because such becomes EIE of disrespect 
for all law. 

If it becomes the purpose of the Legislature to substitute our present prohibition laws for liquor control, 
what kind of control becomes important? Two methods of control have been proposed. One is that intoxicants shall be 
sold by licensed dealers under strict control and supervision of the State. In my judgment, this plan would be very 
undesirable, and would amount to a substantial return te the old saloon P aaah has beenand should be forever 
outlawed. Any system of control which carries with it the possibility and hope of profit to individuals will never 
be successful. Individual profit in the sale and mamfacture of intoxicants should be excluded in any control law. 
The licensed dealers would be interested in making money, and would be no better than the saloonist of old days. They 
would promote, or at least a part of them, (and this would drive the others to it) immoral plans and devices to increase 
their sales and profits. Their stocks would +e adulterated. Drug concoctions would be sold for whiskey. They would 
operate after night in many places, though the law might forbid, through unligtted back door entrances or otherwise. 
It would be a hang-out place for tough and immoral people - at least after the light had gone out at the front. 
Rendezvous and vice dens would be provided. | 

A proper control law would forbid sale by any person or persons. All sales should be made by the State. 
Sale of intoxicants in any County against the will of the people as expressed by their votes should be prohibited. 
Where permitted, not over two places in any County should be provided where intoxicants might be sold. Proper chemical 
analysis of all intoxicants should be made by the State before same is offered for sale. 

igor stores should not open prior to 8:00 o'clock in the morning and close at 4:00 P.M. Sale and delivery 
should take place at some ertablished store and not elsewhere. That is, shipments of every kind should be prohibited. 
Persons only with outstanding character and known for sobriety and obedience to the law should be permitted to operate 
a State store.

No package should be opened or the seal broken where sold nor within one hundred feet thereof. |

In other words, no 
set of men should be able to collect a lot'of money by permitting a violation of the law. If you do, you geé&no relief 
from the law's enforcement, and you have the factor of demoralization of men whose duty it is to enforce the law. For 
instance, if you decide you cannot enforce this slot machine law and should tax each machine in a sum not to exceed 
$500.00, you can get a lot of revenue anc at the same time stop the practice of taking pay for violation of ine law 
The power of protecting a violation of the law for a consideration will no longer exist. vps

Ancording to estimates, the measure 
of this load is one and a: half million dollars. Ye will havo to meke ont with less. Sub, actual physical suffering 
of those who cannothelp themselves should be prevented. ich are those who could not earn a. living if worl were 
plentiful and wares good. To not care for these is imexcusable. TE we do nob, we shonld make no further claim to 
civilization end Christianity. | . | 

we were given to understand by the “Washington authorities that if the State would provide a set-up for 
administrative relief by February 1, the Federal Government would continue relief to the unemployables for one month, 
and further, that if during this period proper legislation were enacted to raise money for the unemployables, Federal 
relief would be continued until State money was availeble. The delay in this legislation is history not unfamiliar 


to readers of the Press. No set-up was mede until February 8, ond today Finds no enactment to raise the required 


revenue. .I am acvised thet the unemployables are being dropped as ranidly as administrative forces can accomplish .

Plant Near Benton 

In 1929, the Legislature authorized a bend issue for the purpose of purchasing a site and erecting buildings 
for a State Hospital plant near Benton. Prior to 195%, there had been expended from the inay derived from this bond 
issue (1,421. 157.47. The money played out, and there the buildings had stood for more than two years without facilities 
to care for one single inmate of the State Hospital. Negotiations were concluded with the Federal Government in 1934 | 
in which Êl 542,000.00 ‘was loaned to the State,and a grant of {442,000.00 was made to the State, all for the purpose 
of completing the buildings near Benton. Of the original. bond issue, there is a default in the sum of "125,000.00,

It is claimed by the Federal Government that it had no knowledge of this outstanding sum, and that the security is 
insufficient for the loan which is being made to the State. The Government has suspended payment. The work in finishing 
the Hospital building at Benton has been progressing very rapidly, but now is temporarily halted and may be permanently 
stopped with the walls and frame work of many buildings exposed. “Ve ane not yet to the point where we can properly care 
for any patients at this plant. It does not require mental capacity to visualize the public calamity impending if these 
matters are not’ ironed out. What should be done? | . | 

~ I suggest raising $125,000.00 to pay off the defaults. There should be no further interruption until these 
buildings ape completed, unless the United States Government fails, . 

| The Penitentiary g 

‘hat is known as the Wright place, supposed to contain more than seven thousand sores, was purchased by the 
Penitentiary Board for 1:367,000.00 on credit. Prior to that, the "right place had been occupied by the convicts for 
some time. Default in samanta on the farm soon followed. The convicts have continued to occupy the farm. It accomo~ 
dates about four hundred. ‘The land has been broken preparatory ta farmins it this year. The owner has conditionally 
sold the farm and demands possession, but says that he will take €250,000.00 for it. The amount now due on the purchase 
contract is approximately 1:367,000.00. Whether the owmer can force the State to give possession at once ig a legal 
question. If the omer cannot obtain possession until the close of this year, he may do so at that time. There is no 
place to which these convicts may be removed. If possession is forced immediately, there is no alternative to turning 
ae Four or five hundred of these convicts. If the State keeps possession until the end of this year, arrangements must 
be made for transferring these convicts elsewhere. This willremire an outlay of money which mst be provided by this 
Legislature, as all of this must be done prior to the next meeting of the Legislature. l \ 

It results that whether the State must rive possession now or at the end of the year, something should be done 
now, and cannot longer be postponed without a breakdown in the execution of law. Unless something is done about it, the 
Penitentiary cannot continue to take convicts sentenced by the several Courts in the State. 

l The State can now buy this farm for 250,000.00 cash. A substantial smount of money should be raised to 
purchase a farm ~ this, or some other. I suggest that you raise. 250,000.00, or rather provide for raising it. It 
is advisable to pay cash. It is bad business to buy on credit, Uspecially îs this true of a State. Stockades are 
already built on the right plece, and room for more convicts can be provided. Remember that the number of convicts 
has grown from 1008 to 1702 in two years and amonth 4¢- this rate of increase, within a few years it will take a sub- 
stantial portion of Jefferson County or some other place to care for these convicts. I suspect there are a thousand 
convicts today without work. They are not all, however, unemployables. i 

State Hospital and Tuberculosis Sanatorium | 
I have heretofore causa: you that at least {600,000.00 more“Additional revenue for the biennium to finance 


the maintenance of the State Mospital and Tuberculosis Sanatoria is needed. The increased expense arises primarily from 


the operation of two plants instead of one as heretofore. Increasing patients are a prominent factor. It is contemplated 


that the unite of the plant near Benton, now under construction, should be completed within the present year. 

£ class each of the foregoing subjects as emergencies that must have attention by this Legislature, and the 
funds mast come from a General fund. If you take care of these emergencies, leaving off unemployables, out of the present 
sources you will have to discontinue many important institutions and activities of the State, Tf you support these 
essential acbivities, you neglect ‘to maintain your State Hospital and ashaienia, and refuse to meet the emergencies 
hereinbefore described. To make this clear, $788,314.00 was appropriated to maintain the followins functions of Govern- 
ment by the last Legislature: Agricultural Extension; Children's Nome; Corporation Commission; Boys! Industrial School; 
Porm for Women} Health Department; Henderson Teachers! College; History Commissions; Insurance Commissioner; dr. Agri- 
cultural School - Beebe} Labor Departments Mines, Manufacture and Agriculture; Negro Boys! Industrial School; Plant 
Board; Purchasing Agent; Service Bureau; Livestock Sanitary Board; Training School for Girls; War Hemordal Building; 
Vocational schools; Forestry Comission. As before stated, it will take at loast #600, 000. 00 to ieee gheate the State”

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from fifteen to eighteen of these institutions must be closed down for the next two years for want of revenue. Last 
year we book the weeded funds to maintain.the State Hospital and Tuberculosis institutions from the Highway Fund. A 
three-judge Sdiri told us in 1934 this ‘could not be done, and every well informed Lawyer in Arkansas knew it was con- 


trary to the Constitution to do it. The net reawlt of these conditions means that you must increase a general ‘dona 


for use by the Legislature, or close down some of your most important institutions. ‘There is no escape from it. In 
this calculation, relief for the unemployables, which will include the old age destitute, is left out of the picture 


entirely.. 


I call your attention further to the fact that {10,000.00 is due the vital statistics registrars in this 
State for services already performed. You are due sums of money. fixed by law to the superannuated judges: Justice 
Wood and Judges en and Smith. These are legal claims and ought to be paid, The Law further provides for 
annuity for these retired and superannuated jurists. The obligation assumed there ought to be discharged. If you 
are not going to discharge them, then repeal the law. Various other accounts, claims, @ebts, bonds, stc. have been . 
presented until T am compelled to think that our Government in years past did nothing put issue bonds and other evi- 
dences of indebtedness. They keep coming up. ‘When the end will be reached, I don't know, but meritorious and just 
claims should be paid. . 


I repeat. that you should create an emergency general fund, leaving to the Legislature to appropriate where 


the need is greatest. 

The expense of the State Government was cut to the bone two years ago. This policy should be continued and 
' further reductions made where it is possible. If you find any function of Governnent now maintained which can be dis- 
continued without injury to the people, you should not hesitate to act. These funds must be raised from those who are 
able to pay. The means by which they are to be raised should not endure for a longer period than two years. A | 
permanent enactment should not be made when it is intended to care for an emergency only. 

T have an idea that législators have made up their minds on the several revenue measures now vending. The 
final test should be made - some voting should. be done. There is wisdom in speech, but more in action.

TOTHE MEMBERS OF THE PIPPIETH GENERAL ASSENBLY: a 
Enforcement ‘of the anti~gambling and liquor laws began. to break down several years ago and has progressed 
to a collapse at the present time. This has seriously affected the enforcement of all laws. — 
After moh, consideration, it is my opinion that these laws should be so modified as to secure a general 
support of the public. It is my sincere belief that a proper liquor control law will improve conditions very sub=- i 
stantially. If the experiment should prove to be unsuecessful, I would call this Legislature into special session : D- 


to undo what had been done. l 
I f it is the view of the Legislature that we should have no whiskey control law, then the question 


becomes very acute: "What shall be done" ? Conditions are horrible and demoralizing. Can we afford to take the 
position of "do nothing about it"? f 

There is one of two alternatives open: sition enact a proper control law, or put nergy into t he law 
- enforcing machinery of this State. I am willing to go either route, but I am not willing to permit conditions to 
remain as they now are. Therefore, if it is your judgment that we should have no liquor control law, then I earnestly 
ask that you exert and cause to be exer ted, all the energies of our State Government in a drive to enforce our present 
laws, especially those against the sale of liquor and gambling. “All energies to enforce the law must be centered in p 
' the Circuit Judge, who must be neld. primarily responsible for the enforcement of law. A Circuit Judge has now very — 
. great powers. Additional powers can be given him which will make it possible for him to enforce the lawe | 

He can now di scharge petit and grand jurors and have new ones summoned to act. in their stead. He appoints the D 
jury commissioners. He can direct the jury commissioners to select grand juries who will indict and petit: juries 
who will convict when the evidence warrants. He should be given the power to substitute the sheriff with his own ` 
3 appointee in any line of duty when he has become convinced that the sheriff is unwilling to do his duty and is 
handicapping law enforcement.: He should have like power as to the prosecuting attorney. With these added powers, 
if he does not enforce the law, he ought to be impeached. If he dees not enforce the law in a substantial way, he 
ought to be impeached. He may not succeed in being reelected, but this Ls no excuse for him to fail in his duty l 


while he is on the job. 
Some set-up should be provided to carry on independenc’ investigations for the holatin of the limor and 


gambling Laws. .This agency should make investigations and ascertain the facts, Sey Circuit Court of the 
district and to the Governor. ‘hen this agency reports to the Governor that any given Circuit Judge is not doing 


his duty and supports the charge with evidence > it should be the duty of the Governor to callithe Legislature into, 
extra session to impeach that judge. It should be an impeachable offense for any judge to fail to exercise all &- 
the powers of his office to enforce the law. If the Cireust Judge fails to do his duty, the bottom of law enforce= 


te i , 
ment drops out in that district. i i l i l ‘ 
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To N officers that may be appointed by the Circuit Judge instead of t he sheriff bud prosecuting 
attorney, and to make the independentuinvestigations heretofore referred to, a substantial sum of money should be 
raised and appropriated. In raising and appropriating money for these purposes, you should be liberale The sum 
should not be less than $250,000.00. The lack of law enforcement ig undermining moral character and demoralizing . 
out Gitizenship in a manner and to an extent that is no less than a great public calamity. 

| If you shall determin that the liquor and gambling laws shall be enforced, and will go forward with a 
proper law, the supreme test of law enforcement will, soon be ome. If you are called upon to impeach a judge where the 
“evidence shows that he has been negligent in the discharge of his duties, has failed to exercise all the powers at 
his command to enforce the law, and you fail to do so, you wreck the plans and damn yourselves. 

I have served as Circuit Judge. It is customary for a Circuit Judge to select a jury commission and 
instruct them to select honest and upright men to serve on the grand and petit juries. They must go further than 
this if we are to have substantial enforcement of the laws against the sale of liquor and gambling. The Circuit 
Judge is handicapped as the law now stands. He should be armed with the necessary powers and held responsible for 
the results. l

l This is to acimowledge receipt of your inquiry as to whether S.B. 326 (Gregg et al) is violative of Article 
5, Section 31 of the Constitution of 1874, which provides in substance that no appropriation of money shall be made 
except to raise means for defraying the necessary expense of Government, except by a majority of two-thirds of both, 
houses of the General Assembly. l 
I note that S.B. 326 provides for the appropriation of $10,000. to be used by the State Hospital Board to 

purchase land, and $10,000. for the removal of such buildings and Improvements on the present site because of the 


danger to said buildings and improvements by an eneroachnent of the river. 


Section 19 of Article 19 of the Constitution of 1874 provides: A 


l "ht: shall be the duty of the General Assembly to provide by law for the support of institutions for 
the education of the deaf and dumb, and of the blind and also for the treatment of the insane." 
In the case of Hudson v. Higgins; 175 Ark. 585 at page 587, the court, in construing the validity of an Act that 
l appropriated funds for a purchase of a site for the Normal School for negroes, held: 
Cee, x : i \

"The State having adopted this policy for the aid of a part of its gera and established this school 

for that purpose, to be operated by its trustees and agents, its maintenance becomes and is a necessary 
H F expense of the Government within the meaning of said constitutional provision." 
Vincenheller v. Reagan, 69 Ark. 460, 64 S.W. 278; State v. Sloan, 66 Ark, 575, 53 8.W.47, 74 Am.St.Rep.106. 

In the case of Hopper v. Fagan, 151 Ark. 428, it was held that a estore act, passed in ey providing for 
the improvement of- the acoustics of the Senate Chamber and the Hall of the House of Hopseepuber ieee “and making ap- 
propriation therefor is valid, though the appropriation was ‘not passed by two-thirds majority of ‘each house, the — 
appropriation being for the necessary expense. of Government. In State v. Sloan, 66 Ark. 575, the court held an 

. 1. appropriation for building a new capitol was a necessary expense of Goverment, and that a majority of two-thirds of 
both houses of the General Assembly was not necessary to constitute a valid appropriation therefor. 

In conclusion, I think it is clear that the State having adopted a policy for caring for the anaana; and the 
Constitution having made provisions for their treatment, that the appropriation provided for in S.B. 326 should be 
considered a netessary expense of the i and a vote of SEOSE ESE of the members of both houses of the General 
Assembly is not necessary for its validity.

Although Zeuch was considered a radical in education, he was not radical enough, and that was the cause of: 

his severance with the College, according to the testimony of one of .the witnesses. This witness has the further opinion 
that the present persons in charge wanted the school to be a partigan school and to participate inthe events of the day, 
this policy being in contrast to the policy of Zeuch, and the policy of the school today is agitational instead of 
educational and has become partisans on the side of all radical movements. This opinion is substantiated by the record 
even ithouglt the prosent teachers testified that the school is primarily one for social problems and is non-factional ` 
and a cross«section of frée speech, public opinion and free public discussion, and believe in the fearless pursuits of 
the truth arrived at, on the basis of all available evidence to the end that each student may decide for himself. 

| The distinction between education and agitation is that the NA undertakes to present #deas and leave the 
student with an open andelastic mind, while the agitator undertakes to make a partial presentation and to give the 
student a fixed conclusion with a closed inelastic mind. One witness >» & Sister of a boy who attended this College, D- 
testified that her brother was now an avowed Communist. That he was an average American boy before he attended this 


school. He does not now believe in a God » he believes’ in the Government of Red Russia, end a worker's Government »

and that is all he can talk about. This testimony substantiates our view that this school is agitatióonal. In addition 
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“to this the record discloses that the professors and students pay a great deal of attention to strikes, and are very 


much in presence where trouble or disorder is going on.

tion about three years ago during their excursion by automobile to further agitate the coal field strikes of Kentucky. 
They have been in Eastern Arkansas fostering and agitating the trouble ‘between the landlords and tenants; they have

Government . It is reasonable to infer from the record that the said factions in the school agitate and foster. dis~- 
S where bver there may be an outbfeal for the sole purpose of using such dissension as 4 vehicle in the aid of 
their general program to bring about a change in the social conditions of the workers and tenant farmers, with t he 
ultimate aim of establishing a government according to their own views. According to letters that have been Doea 
in the record, the professors and students are being dsstarod in this cause by believers of the same faith located in 
various other states in this country, and have the financial assistance of the American Civil Liberty Union and other |

Communism teachess that all property should be confiscated without compensation by the state for the benefit 


` of the workers; Conmunists deny the existence of a God, they are opposed to the churches, they advocate social, economi- 


cal and political equality among the races, all for the purpose of establishing a workers government in this country 
as is now ruling Soviet Russia, 

Some witnesses have testified about mixed nude bathing parties and other immoral conduct practised by the 
students and professors at this college all of which testimony is strongly denied by the students and professors. 

The agitators sent out from Commonwealth College are taking advantage of our tense economic condition at 
the present time in order to excite stake hatred, breed racial friction and promote domestic violencé. They plead 
for the protection of Constitutional rights which they are seeking to destroy | 

Modern scientific and industrial progress has created new social and economic conditions. After all, a 
social system finds its final sanction in human happiness. The depression that we are now going through speaks out 
in no uncertain words that there is something wrong in our social and industrial system which calls for a study of 
causes, effects, and cures. No true American citizen should object to anyone advocating a change in the system in ; 
order to cure the cause if the change as advocated is to be made in a peaceful manner and in accordance with the oo 
true principles of a democratic government through the ballot, Free speech, free thought; free press, and free assem= 
blage, are sacred principles held dear to the hearts of-every true American citizen, for through the use of these 
principles, an appeal can be made to reason and public opinion. There is a sharp distinction, however, betwean the _ 
right to advocate an doctrine through an appeal to reason and public opinion, and the right to advocate such doctrines 
by force and violence Which will eventually cause the various classes to commit an overt act’and thoreby. cause violence 
and bloodshed, and then hide behind the cloak of the constitutional right of free speech. Whatever doctrine that is 


advocated should be carried out in a peaceful manner through the ballot instead of by force and violence. 


The testimony of the professors and students taken in,this investigation fails to show that they are advo~ 
gating a change inthe constituted government by force and violence, having dented specifically that they were so 


doing. Some are, however, committed to the Commmist. Theory, and their militant actions in fostering, leading, and 


agitating dissension, by strikes, and otherwise over the State, are extremely radical and close to the border line. 
We recommend that a close check be kept hereafter on the manner in which the principles they advocate are 
urged to be pub into effect by the people, and if such, teaching and principles tend to incite the people to the 
“Aveutbees of the present constituted government through violence and force, or may reasonably be expected to cause 
bloodshed, that they be prosecuted under the present criminal laws now in effect.

Enclosed is a copy of the opinion from this office to Senator Gregg regarding Senate BALL Woe 326. You will 


note that Senator Gregg's inquiry was addressed solely to-Article 5, Section 31, of the Constitution, which provides: 
"No State tax shall be allowed, or appropriation of money made, except to raise means for the payment of the 
ist debts of the State, for defraying the necessary expenses of government, to sustain common schools, t o repel in- 
vaston and suppress insurrection, except by a majority of o of poth houses of the General Assembly." 
The opinion from this office pertained solely to Article 5, Section 31 of the Constitution, and in no manner
